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I'.tr.  Chairman,  La  lies  anl  Gentlemen, 

In  previous  reports  I have  discussed  the  health  and  sickness  of  the 
community  durin;  infancy  and  in  old  a;.’e  v.ith  particular  reference  to  the 
principal  causes  of  sickness  and  leath.  A hrief  resume  has  also  been 
j_;iven  of  the  present  day  community  medical  services  available  for  the 
various  a^'e  - roups.  This  year  it  is  proposed  to  consider  the  health  of 
the  school  child.  The  school  health  service  has  been  applied  for  some 
50  years  and  I am  sure  \/e  all  appreciate  the  fantastic  chan^jes  in  the 
physical  standards  of  our  children  duiinj  this  period. 

Fifty  years  ar;o  school  bull  line's  vere  frequently  situated  badly, 
alon,qside  main  roads  and  many  of  them  could  only  be  described  as  dark, 
dismal  and  'dreaiqA  structures.  All  schools  v/ere  overcrovmled  and  unhyt:ienic, 
any  movement  beinj  sufficient  to  raise  clouds  of  dust,  V/hen  adviced  that 
floors  be  treated  \7ith  dustless  oil,  teachers  acknouledped  the  resulting’ 
improvement  inaooustics  but  raised  loud  objections  due  to  the  soilin  • of 
the  Prussian  braid  on  their  lonf-:  joi/ns.  Since  then  both  mood  and  mode 
have  changed  and  not  only  by  the  appearance  of  the  mini-skirt J Slowly 
and  painfully,  modern  schools  have  replaced  some  of  the  old  antiquated 
buildin-rs  while  the  £;eneral  environment  and  sanitation  of  others  have  been 
improved.  In  this  to\m,  the  ori';inal  schools,  v/ith  their  overcrowded 
classes,  are  still  in  use,  althou-ph  one  admits  to  a face-lift  here  and  there. 
V/e  continue  to  look  forward,  with  commendable  patience,  to  their  final 
closure. 

Pioneer  school  Medical  Officers  vrere  appalled  to  see  children  of  throe, 
four  and  five  years  of  ape,  sitting;  in  the  most  awful  positions  or  uncomfort- 
able forms  ’ivLth  no  manner  of  back  support.  Larpe  members  were  dirty, 
undernourished  and  adenoidal.  Their  clothing;  could  not  be  compared  in 
impoverishment  with  their  footwear,  many  of  them  v/ere  barefooted  in  mnter 
as  in  summer.  Skin  diseases,  pediculosis  a nd  rickets  were  exceedir\Tly 
common  and  it  is  easy  to  understand  the  prave  effects  uijon  the  eyesipht 
and  physique  of  children  when  a.lmitted  to  such  schools  at  the  tender  ape  of 
three  years.  In  a.ldition  to  the  larpe  numbers  of  physically  diseased  bodies, 
many  of  the  children  v/ere  so  dirty  and  verminous  that  they  had  to  stand  on 
larpe  sheets  of  paper  v/hile  they  ?7ere  bein(_q  undressed  prior  to  bathinp.  In 
those  days,  fleas  \iere  treated  by  the  parents  v/ith  a lofty  disdain  as  for 
example,  one  mother  a charv/onan,  who  calmly  informed  the  Doctor  "The  child 
has  only  pot  fleas,  you  -;et  them  in  the  best  houses," 

Pollowinp  the  Education  Act  of  1907>  free  meals  were  pi'ovided  for  the 
poor  and  necessitous  school  children.  The  followin-p  illustrates  the 
unima;;i native  type  of  menu  provided  :- 

Monday  Bread  and  Cheese,  Boiled  Jam  Roll. 

Tuesday  Irish  Stew,  Currant  Dread, 

Wednesday  Green  Pea  and  Vepetable  Soup,  Boiled  Rice  and  Currants. 

Thursday  Irish  Stew,  Baked  Jam  Roll. 

Frirlay  Bread  and  Cheese  or  Bread  an^l  Jam,  Rice  Puddirp. 
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Sufficient  'bread  to  be  supplied  each  day,  IvUlk  was  not  provided  at 
this  time  and  the  importance  of  vitamins  was  yet  to  bo  universally  realised. 
However,  such  a diet  vras  valuable  if  only  to  relieve  the  pan£;s  of  hun{^"er. 

Contrast  vdth  an  exfunple  of  a present  day  menu  s- 

Monday  - Corned  Beef,  Beans  and  Potatoes,  Steamed  Sultana  Pudding,-  & Custard, 
Tuesday  - Roa,st  Lamb,  Cauliflower,  Potatoes  & Gravy,  Fruit  Plan  & Custard, 
Wednesday  - Hot  Cheese  Pie,  Peas  and  Potatoes,  Baked  Spon^-e  and  Custard. 
Thursday  - Pried  Pish,  Tomatoes  & Potatoes,  Baked  Apple,  Shortbread  & Custard. 
Friday  - Stewed  Beef,  Onions,  Carrots  & Potatoes,  Jam  Tart  & Custard, 

The  supplementary  feediri;;  of  school  children  has  been  ^preatly  extended 
durin;;^  recent  years.  Milk  in  schools  was  introduced  in  1934*  Between  1946 
and  1967»  all  children  attendir^;  state  aided  schools  have  been  entitled  to 
pint  of  milk  daily  and  free  of  char^;e.  Similarly,  there  has  been  a steady 
increase  in  the  number  and  variety  of  mid-day  meals  served  in  all  schools 
throu^diout  the  town,  the  school  dinner  beinw  no  loiryer  limited  to  the  poor 
and  undernourished  but  available  to  all  for  the  modest  sum  of  5s. Od,  per  week 
(increased  to  7s. 6d,  in  I968), 

Meanv/hile,  the  school  medical  service  branched  out  in  various  directions. 
Dental  inspections  and  treatment  by  a School  Dentist  wevc  introduced  in 
Monmouthshire  about  1914*  Soon,  jroat  care  was  to  be  shown  in  the  ascertain- 
ment of  the  ''abno2?mal"  child.  Unfortunately,  havin^^  ascertained  abnormality, 
there  was  very  little  that  could  be  done  for  this  category.  The  problem  of 
finding  institutional  accommodation  was  more  difficult  then  than  today. 

Durinrg  the  twenties,  attention  was  focussed  on  the  "crippled"  child  and 
Orthopoedic  clinics  were  established.  Despite  the  efficiency  of  such  schemes, 
many  of  these  children  found  difficulty  in  securing  employment  v/hen  in 
competition  with  their  collea;gues.  Therefore  a]pproved  training  centres 
gradually  came  into  existence  for  the  puxp>ose  of  teaching  suitable  handicraft 
trades  for  the  physically  handicapped. 

The  woik  of  the  school  medical  inspections  made  Doctors  familiar  not 
only  with  the  physical,  but  also  the  rrental  defects  from  which  school  children 
suffered.  It  was  gradually  realized  that  there  v/as  a need  for  early  dia/cnosis 
and  treatment  of  these  behaviour  anomalies  v;hich  are  so  often  the  roots  of 
juvenile  delinquency,  l^aritifg  the  last  20  years  child  {guidance  clinics  ha.vo 
been  established,  in  this  country,  we  have  seen  the  rapid  growth  and 
development  of  ascertainment,  training  and  supervisio^a  of  the  mentally 
handicapped.  At  the  saine  time,  thei'o  have  been  developments  in  the  early 
dia,gncais  and  treatment  of  the  deaf,  the  partially  sighted  and  the  delicate 
school  children  wdth  increasin;;  provision  made  for  their  special  education. 

The  ba.re  footed  and  ra^^ged  school  child  has  loug  since  vanished. 

Today  the  majority  of  school  children  are  robust  and  well.  Age  for  age, 
they  are  taller,  heavier  and  cleaner  than  their  predecessors.  The  physical 
attributes  of  children  from  the  well-to-do  and  of  those  from  the  poor  homes 
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approximate  one  another  more  a nd  more.  No  firm  conclusions  can  he  made 
from  annual  fluctuation  in  ^"rovrth  rates  but  the  broad  trend  is  significant 
unde r-nutrit ion  in  children  has  more  or  less,  ceased  to  be  a problem. 
Recently,  there  have  been  comments  on  the  increasing  incidence  of  over- 
wei/^t  in  school  children.  More  obese  than  undernourished  children  are 
non  reported  but  the  number  in  each  group  is  small.  It  does  seem  that 
nutritional  prcblems  of  the  sixties  are  related  more  to  excess  than 
deficiency.  Indeed,  in  the  adult  community,  slimming  has  assum.ed  an 
important  activity. 

We  must  not  blind  ourselves  to  the  fact  that  there  aie  still  some 
serious  hazards  to  the  health  and  life  of  children.  More  children  betTjeen 
the  ages  of  5 and  I5  years  die  from  accidents  than  from  con^genital 
defects  anl  all  the  circulatory,  genito  urinary  infections  and  respiratory 
diseases  together.  Furthermore,  accidents  not  only  kill  but  often  lea,ve 
much  suffering  and  disability  in  their  v/ake.  Congenital  defects  and 
disease  sometimes  kill  and  more  often  leave  severe  handicaps.  They  call 
for  further  and  continued  research  into  their  causes.  Some  I5  per  cent 
of  children  medically  examined  shortly  after  school  entry,  are  found  to 
have  one  or  more  defects  requirin^j  treatment.  Thus  although  most  school 
children  are  well  there  is  still  a need  for  the  school  health  service.

The  Tovm  is  served  by  the  Pontypool  Water  Company’s  Urulertaking 
and  v/ith  the  exception  of  four  houses,  which  are  distant  from  the  mains, 
all  houses  have  piped  v/ater  supply.  Twenty-four  samples  have  been 
submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratories  and  \?ere  found  to  be  satis- 
factory in  all  cases. 


SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 


The  majority  of  houses  in  the  district  are  connected  to  the  Town 
sev/ers.  The  sewa,^:e  disposal  plant  deals  with  all  sewage  and  is  operating 
successfully,  though  very  regular  attention  is  required  at  the  pumping 
station  in  connection  with  pump  maintenance,  and  also  some  difficulty  is 
caused  \idth  the  removal  and  disposal  of  sewage  sludge,

The  sewers  are  treated  tv;ice  a year  and  no  heavy  infestations  have 
been  reported. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  and  refuse  tip  are  regularly  treated  to 
keep  any  infestation  to  a minimum.  During  the  year  21  properties  were 
inspected  and  treated  for  minor  infestations.

HOUSING  - IMPHOVEMEdlTS 

During  the  year  the  Council  approved  two  Standard  Grant  applications. 

Every  encouragement  is  given  to  o^imers  of  suitable  properties  to 
improve  and  modernise  their  houses.  Tlie  raising  of  the  general  level  of 
older  housing  accommodation  is  well  vrorthv/hile. 

The  1964  Act  v/hich  came  into  operation  in  August  I964  increased  the 
maximum  standard  grant  to  £350*
